thoſe whom he has empowr'd, who are 
therefore ſtyled Gods. . Secondly, Be- 
cauſe Vengeance is an A of Judg- 
ment, and conſequently a Pablick AQ, 
and therefore not to be exerciſed by a 
private Perſon, who alſo mnſt not be 
allow'd to be a Judge in his own. 
Cauſe. Laſtly, becauſe Vengeance can- 
not belong to them by whom the ends 
of it cannot be obtaind.

And -that therefore - he that avenges 


himfelf, aflumes the parr of God, yea 
withal of a Jzdge, of an Aceuſer, of a 
Witneſs, and of an Executioner all at 
once, againſt-all Senſe and Reaſon,'F- 
quity and Juſtice. This way be con- 
fiderd with reference to God.

Fall the Paſſions which God has 
planted in Human Nature, there 

is none which at once carries ſo bright 
a reſemblance of God, and is fo fitted 
to the preſent Condition of May, as 


that of Pitifulne and Compaſſion. And . 
if when God made Man, he conſulted | 


his own Eternal Eflence,certainly when 
he drew this part of him, we may 
ſappoſe him to have refle&ed upon 
the Divineſt of all his Ideas, and ta- 


have ſtamp'd upon him the moſt love. 


ly Feature of the Divinity. 


All the otherPaſfions are in their own 
ſimple Natures indi ither good 
nor evil. in themſelves, but equally de- 
-minable to either, and for the moſt 
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part are aQually determin'd to the 
wrong. They are generally irregular, 
either in the Degree, or in the ObjeQ, 
are either miſ-govern'd or miſ{-plac'd ; 
and when moſt orderly manag'd, the 
higheſt CharaGer they can pretend to, 
is only to be Inſtraments and Servants 
to Verttie. They are as a guſty Wind 
and Sail to a Ship ; if ſhe ſteer right, 
they proſper and farther her courſe; 
but if wrong, they ſerve only to'ſtrike 
her againſt the Rocks with more ſpeed 
and force, 


But now this Aﬀection of Pity and 
Compaſſion riſes higher than Indiffe- 
rency, and is not content with a bare 
ſtate of Innocence. It is of it ſelf a ver- 
tuous Diſpoſition,and needs only actual 
exertion to make it a dire& Vertue, 
and then its own Native Excellency 
will place it among the Higheſt Orders. 
And therefore tho our Saviour by aſ- 
ſaming our entire Nature, juſtify'd the- 
innocency of a/ our Natural Paſſions, 
yet as Mercy was that Attribute of God 
which he came chiefly to diſplay, ſo is 
that the Aﬀe&ion which he | chiefly 
commends to Man, . by his Pradice, 
and by. his Diſcourſes, by open Com- 
| i mands 
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mands , and by Parabolical Infinuati- 


ons bur chietfy by ſeleQing andadop- 
ting this alone of alt the Paſſions into 
the Sacred Number of his few Beati- 
tades, by telling us, that Bleſſed are 
tbe Merciful, for they ſhall obtain Mercy. 


This great and peculiar Honour done 
by our Lord to this AﬀcQion will ins 
vite us to conlider, 


Firſt, The Nobleneſs and Excellency 
of it. 

Secondly, Its great Reaſonablenefs 
and Uſefulneſs. ] 

Thirdly, The particular Blefledneſs 
aſſign'd to it. : 


But. before we can well enter upon 
theſe Confideratiqns >, we muft fipſt 
premiſe ſomething concerning the No- 
tian of Mency or Compathon.

if it be askt , What kind 'of Evil 
that 'tmuft 'be., which 1s the Obje& of 
this Sorrow , or which may. recom- 
mend'a Man 'to or Pity, I know 'no 
reafon why 'we fhould except againſt 
iny. There are:l know ſome confide- 
"ile Divines und 'Moralifts '( among 


Whoth is Cartel/zar) who will allow:no Pag 999. 
| other Evil 'to be eapable of 'Pity, -but 


only Evil of P4iz, nor thatmeuher if 
it be deſerv/d. But for my part, I do 
not 'underſtdnd why Si may not fall 
tnder our Pity, as well as any other 
Evil. Nay, 'I think that the greateſt 
Object of 'Pity in the World is an'ir- 
reclaimable Sinher. 'And as for Af- 


fliFion, tho 'the thing 'it {elf 'be moſt 


pitiable when joyn'd with Innocence: 
Yet I think upon the whole, the'Guilty 
Sufferer is more 'to be pitied than'the 
Innocent, ſince I can pity him tor his 
Demerit, and 'for his Miſery 'too 
whereas the latter is -pitiable only 'for 
his Miſery. Indeed the guilty "Patient 
Is not to be pitied ſo much for 'his di-_ 
re Miſery, becauſe hedeſerves it, but 
then He is more to be pitied for his 
Deſert 


126 / - Chiiltian Blefledneſs : Or, 
Deſert and Miſery together, than the 
other is for his Miſery only. And1 
queſtion not but that our compaſſio- 

. nate Saviour when'he wept over Jers- 
ſales, relented as much for the S5zs, as 
for the YVengeence that was banging 0- 
ver that unhappy City. And that had 
thoſe two great Tragick Scenes been 
at once preſented before him, the 

| Slaughter of the Innocents, and the De- 
firuttion of that Guilty People, he would 
have found more to be pitied in the 
latter, than in the former Tragedy. 


I know that by the Roman and Jew- 

1hLaws, twas forbidden to ſhew any 

Signs of Compaſſion in the behalf of 

thoſe that ſuffer'd as Criminals, and in 
conſequence to this they were not to 

Sit, (that being the Manner and Po- 

ſture of the Hebrew and Roman 
Mourning) but to Staxd at their Ex- 
ecution. Which was the Reaſon (as a 
Mr.Gregs- Learned Criticof our Church' obſerves) 


Rn fe&ed for the ſevere Ulſages of her Son, 
35. yet in compliance with the Law, choſe 
rather to Stand, than to Sit near the 
Croſs; and tho full of inward Grief, 
refuſed 


77 in his. why the Bleſſed Virgin, tho deeply af- 
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refaſed to make any Solemn ſhew of 
Lamentation. 


But I ſuppoſe that the ſignification 
of theſe Laws in forbidding open Com- 
paſſion to convicted MalefaQors, was 
not,that they were not Objes capable 


| of it, and that therefore to pity them 


would argue a ſenſe of their Innocence, 
but only to procure the greater Reve- 
rence to Judicial Sentences, and to 


ſhew their great ſatisfaQtion and acqui- 


eſcence inthe adminiſtration of Juſtice. 
This therefore will not- exclude Crimi- 


nals from the Sphere of our Compaſli- 


on. Of which Iſeenothing that ſhould 
make them uncapable. And I would 
fain know 'what would have become 
of all Mankind, if Szffering Innocence 
had been the only Obje&t of Commi- 
ſeration. 


Theſe few things being premiſed 
concerning the Notion of Mercy and 
Compaſlion, let us now conſider the 
things that recommend. it. The firſt 
whereof is, The Nobleneſs and Ex- 
cellency of it.

Bat the 
greateſt of all is, that not only good 
Men ſhould meet with Evil , bat that 
their very Goodneſs ſhould betray them 
mto'it,z -that ſuffering ſhould not only 
be the Portion of the Righteous, but 
that Men ſhould ſuffer for the Sake of 
their Righteouſneſs. It ſeems hard in- 
deed. that a Righteons Man ſhould 
fofcr. but much more that he ſhould 
ſaffer for his being Righteous , _ 
that

that Affliction ſhould not only be the 
Lot, but alſo the Efe# and Conſequence 
of his Virtue. For if Honeſty and In- 
tegrity cannot be a Defence and Pri.
